Its history will begin with that of religion 
and luxury, and, together with its fellow 
metal, gold, is found from earliest times in 
the hands of artists and craftsmen. In the 
Old Testament, in the Book of 
we read that “Abraham was very rich in 
cattle, in silver and in gold,” and in fact 


Genesis, 


there are several hundred passages in Holy 
Writ in which mention is made of these 
precious metals. Indeed, we have only to 
turn to the sacred pages to find that the 
wonderful properties which render them so 
available to the workman were not long 
undiscovered. In Exodus xxxix, 3, it is 
shown that the malleability of gold must 
have been well understood by them, for 
they “did beat gold into thin plates,” and 
“cut it into wires to work it into fine linen 
with cunning work.” Silver is not so mal- 
leable as gold, yet it may be beaten into

which Europe passed in coming to its new 
life. After the fall of the Empire, the mon- 
asteries became the nurseries of the art of 
goldsmithing, and. continued so long after- 
wards. We find that S. Eloi, Bishop of 
Noyon, in the early part of the seventh 
century, was the patron of the French 
goldsmiths, and S. Dunstan, of Glaston- 
bury, the patron of English goldsmiths, 
and especially of the Goldsmiths’ Company 
of London. The latter is said to have em- 
ployed his time when not performing re- 
ligious duties in the manufacture of sacred 
vessels and ornaments for the Church, In- 
deed, we may find reference in any story 
of monastic life of > some 
brother who was a cunning worker in the 
noble metals. As a result the services of 
the churches in this age were enriched by 
the most elaborate and costly ornaments; 
in fact the wealth of gold and silver in the 
shrines great as to be almost in- 
credible to people of to day. 

The continued to be the chief 
workers in the art until the twelfth century, 
when the demands for personal ornament 
and furnishings of the wealthy 
caused a great increase in professional 
craftsmen. The years from the twelfth to 
the fifteenth century particularly 
fruitful in the production of rich and ex- 
travagant pieces wrought in silver, silver- 
gilt and frequently pure gold. Very few ex- 
amples of this work remain, for the ex- 
citement of the Rénaissance, beginning in 
the fifteenth century, caused many fine 
pieces to be broken up, melted and remade, 
especially in France and Italy. The six- 
teenth century was a period of great pros- 
perity for the silversmith, the increasing 
wealth telling with great effect on the craft. 
The central figure of this time was that 
master of chasing. Benvenuto 
Cellini, whose workmanship 
made the productions of this century fa- 
mous. To stop here and review the life 
of this famous Italian would be at least in- 
teresting, even if we did not find him a 
particularly lovable character; to study his 
work in gold and silver, his wonderful de- 
signs in shields, vases, cups, salvers, etc., 
would be most instructive. Cellini was a 
sculptor and bronze caster as well as a 
worker in the precious metals, although 
his genius was best shown in the last. His 
most famous work in bronze is the statue 
of Perseus and Medusa of the Loggia du 
Lanzi, in Florence. Longfellow gives us 
a vivid description of the casting of this 
statue in his “Michael Angelo.” 
Cellini was born in Florence, 1500, and 
died in 1571. During this century in Eng-

session of articles of luxury increased, and 
vast sums, for those days, were expended 
for plate. Silver was to be found in the 
cupboards of all classes, even the farmers 
using it in place of pewter. 

The art of gold or silversmithing, like 
all others that are closely allied with man’s 
habits and dependent upon the demands of 
fashion, cannot continue long in the same 
line; and so in the seventeenth century we 
find the delicate and dignified designs of 
the preceding century giving way to heavy 
and coarse productions, in which more ac- 
count was taken of weight than of beauty. 
Great quantities of plate, some of excellent 
designs, were made in France, Germany, 
England and Portugal. The vast amounts 
of silver imported from Mexico during that 


century led to the most extravagant use ol

the metal. In France, during the wonder- 
ful reign of Louis XIV., the silversmiths 
received great encouragement and patron- 
age. The splendor of the court life de- 
manded most massive and ostentatious pro- 
ductions. Everything, fire dogs, basins, 
tables, seats, mirror frames, toilet services, 
etc., were made of the precious metal. The 
fashion soon spread to the English court. 
The King’s rooms, and even those of the 
maids of honor, were furnished with silver 
toilet services, mirrors, basins—in fact all 
articles of use were of silver. So great was 
the demand for silver in England that the 
mint had to face a scarcity of bullion. The 
standard of fineness for working bullion 
into plate being the same as that of the 
coin of the realm, unscrupulous persons 
had melted coin and reworked the silver. 
To acquire sufficient silver for coin, Will- 
iam III. offered to pay 5s. 4d. per ounce 
for any piece of wrought silver, a price 








considerably in advance of the bullion rate, 
This scheme was a success, and in order to 
protect the coins from the melting pot a 
law was enacted (1697) that “no worker 
of silver should make any article of silver 
of less fineness than 11 oz, 10d. of fine sil- 
ver in every pound.” 

This was the Brittania standard, and 
would be decimally expressed .959 as 
against the Sterling or Coin standard .925 
fine. This law remained in force until 1720, 
when the Sterling standard was restored. 
The evil of coin melting, which might be 
termed a crude system of banking, gave 
way after the law of 1697 to the practice 
adopted by several London goldsmiths of 
carrying cash balances for their customers, 
many of the gentry preferring this system 
to that of keeping gold and silver in their 
houses. To this, indeed, may be traced the 
origin of modern London banking. 

Although there is not space to review the 
histories of the various pieces of domestic 
plate we cannot leave the seventeenth cen- 
tury without some reference to what is now 
one of the most common and indispensable 
articles of table silver—the fork. The fork 
is a comparatively recent invention and 
was but little known in England prior to 
the seventeenth century. It was intro- 
duced from Italy and became of common 
use in the early days of that century. They 
were at first of three, often only of two, 


tines, the first known of the modern or 
four pronged fork, being in 1726. Their 
Italian origin is referred to by Ben Jonson 
in the play “The Devil is an Ass,” act v., 
scene Ill: 
Sledge—“‘Fork! What be they?” 
Meer—‘“The laudable use of forks, 
Brought into custom here, 
as they are in Italy, 
To the sparing of napkins.” 


It is true that mention was made of forks 
in wills and inventories prior to the seven- 
teenth century, but only in rare instances, 
and then seldom but one was spoken of. 
Had they been at all common, the “Boke 
of Nurture,” 1577, would not have neglected 
them in its caution against improper usage, 


but would have included them with the 
knife: 
“Pick not thy teeth with they knyfe 
nor with thy fyngers end, 


But take a styck, or some cleane thyng 
then you not offende.” 

In the accounts of that century it would 
appear from inventories that very few table 
utensils such as knives, forks and spoons, 
were owned by individual families, so that 
many persons were in the habit of carry- 
ing about with them their own knife, fork

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Tariff Decisions. 


\ decision of the Board of Appraisers was 
on jewelry imported by Simpson, Craw 
foi & Simpson, in December, 1896. The 
firm protested against an assessment o! 
duty at 35 per cent., and appeared at the 
hearing last February, but furnished no 
evidence to support their protest. The 
(eneral Appraisers therefore find that the 
goods are of the character returned and al- 
firm the assessment. 

The protest of Worthington, Smith & 
Co. and E. A. Morrison & Son against the 
decision of the Collector on merchandise 
imported Nov. 2 and Dec. 4, 1806, was de- 
cided by the United States General Ap- 
praisers last week. No evidence was sub- 
mitted by the importers to sustain the pro- 
test, so the Board finds that the merchan- 
dise in one instance consists of manufac- 
tures of metal and glass, metal being the 
component material of chief value, and in 
the other that it consists of jewelry, and 
was properly assessed for duty at 35 per 
cent. The protests are overruled. 

\n interesting decision to china import- 
ers was published Monday by the United 
States Board of General Appraisers. The 
protestants were Geo. Borgfeldt & Co., 
ind the goods were porcelain bottle stop- 

rs, upon which were printed the names 

trade-marks of the firms for whom they 
vere imported. The goods were assessed 

r duty at 35 per cent. as decorated china 

nd the protestants claimed that they 
should come in at 30 per cent. as undecor- 
ated. Appraiser Somerville, writing the opin- 
ion of the Board, cites various decisions to 
show that a trade-mark is not a decoration. 
he protests were, therefore, sustained, and 
he Collector’s decision reversed 

Among the decisions sent to Washing- 

mn last week by the Board of United 
Siates General Appraisers was one? on 
protest of Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbach- 
er against the decision of the Collector at 
New York on glaziers’ diamonds imported 
Dec, 23, 1895. The Board found that the 
merchandise in question consisted o: dia- 
nonds set in metal and known as glaviers’ 
diamonds of the same character as mer 
chandise which was the subject of one oi 
heir former decisions. They therefore find 
tliat the goods are dutiable as assesse at 
x. per cent. ad valorem, under Par. 338 
of the Wilson bill, and overruled the claim 
i the importers that the goods were iree of 
auty under Par. 467. 

The Customs Board of Classification 
last week sustained the protest of R. C. 
Hahn, importer of precious stones at 65 





Nassau St., against an assessment of duty 
by the Collector of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
on certain pieces of agate invoiced as cab- 
inet stones, and certain cups, shoehooks 
and penholders made of agate or onyx. The 
goods were imported in September. 1890, 
and the entire importation was therefore 
made under the tariff act of March, 1883. 
Mr. Hahn, in his protest, contended that 
the agate specimens should be admitted 
free of duty, under paragraph 596 of the 
“free list,” and that all other articles em- 
braced in the importation should be admit- 
ted at 10 per cent. ad valorem, as “precious 
stones of all kinds,” under paragraph 480 
of the act. The opinion of the Board, which 
is written by ex-Judge Somerville, goes 
carefully into the question raised and sus- 
tains Mr. Hahn on the following grounds: 
First, that all the articles are agate, and 
agate is a precious stone; second, that the 
mineralogical specimens are not manufac- 
tures of agate, but are agate specimens un- 
manufactured within the meaning of 
paragraph 596 of the “free list’’; third, that 
the agate penholders and other manufac- 
tured articles of agate, being identical in 
material with that particular species of 
precious stones known as agate, were en- 
titled to free entry under the terms of para- 
graph 480. The ruling of the Collector con- 
sequently was reversed. 


Death of James C. Pray. 

Newport, R. I. Jan. 27.—James C. 
Pray, one of the old time retail jewelers 
of this city and Providence, died suddenly 
of apoplexy, while at work at his bench in 
his shop on Spring St., yesterday. He was 
in the 72d year of his age. He was born 
at North Scituate, R. I., but removed to 
Providence when a young man and opened 
a retail store on Main St. About Io years 
ago he removed to this city and for most 
of that time had been keeper of the city 
clocks of Newport. He had not been 
well for several days, but did not consider 
his trouble serious. He leaves a widow 
and one daughter. 


Death of Lewis C. Hammond. 

Newsurau, N. Y., Jan. 28.—The death 
of Lewis C. Hammond yesterday removes 
another old member of the jewelry trade. 
Mr. Hammond was born in Poughkeepsie 
71 years ago, and was connected with the 
jewelry business in that city 38 years. For 
the past two years he has been with Jas. 
J. Mitchell, this city. He died from 
paralysis of the brain, The funeral will 
take place on Saturday, and the interment 
on Sunday in the Poughkeepsie Cemetery. 





The Extradition of William Gross. 

Toronto, Can., Jan. 29.—Yesterday 
morning a motion was made before Judge 
Falconbridge, by J. H. Faulds, appealing 
from a decision of Judge McDougall, al 
lowing the extradition of Wm.

This circular makes the 
assertion—and it is almost a truism—that if 
a dealer's customers leave him it is proof 
that his competitor offers.better attractions 
than the first dealer does, either choicer 
goods, lower prices, or both. A dealer, to 
offer as good attractions as does his com- 
petitor, must buy his stock on equal terms 
with his competitor or else be handicapped 
at the very start. Te must study the com- 
parative merits of the various markets, and 
should not allow habit but judgment to be 
his guide in buying. He should not run 
in a rut nor stick to old ways when his 
competitor is cutting out new paths and 
leaving him behind. He must buy in the 
best market, not taking it for granted that 
he already does buy there until he has 





studied the market where his successful 
competitors draw the supplies with which 
they tempt his custom In other words, 
if he would not be left in the race, the deal- 
er must not buy in an inferior market when 
his competitors buy in the best one.

Perhaps no force can be 
brought against this competition, but Tne

ConpuctTep By R. H. Know tes, M. D. 


The Optist’s Code of Ethics. 


IN THREE PAPERS,—PAPER II, 

Of the Duties of Optists to their Patients 
and of the Obligations of Patients to their 
Optist. 

Art. I.—Duties of Optists to their Pa- 
tients. 

Sec. 1.—An optist should be imbued with 
the greatness of his mission and the respon. 
sibility he habitually incurs in its discharge. 
These obligations are the more deep and 
enduring because there is no tribunal, other 
than his own conscience, to adjudge penal- 
ties for carelessness or neglect. Optrsts 
should therefore render service with due 
impression of the importance of their of- 
fice, reflecting that the comfort, ease and 
even the health of those who seek their ser- 
vices depend on their skill, attention and 
fidelity. They should study, also, in tieir 
deportment, so to unite tenderness with 
firmness and condescension with authority, 
as to inspire the minds‘ of their patients 
with gratitude, respect and confidence. 

Sec. 2.—Every case coming to the charge 
of an optist should be treated with atten- 
tion, steadiness and humanity. Reasonable 
indulgence should be granted to the pecu- 
liarities and caprices of the patient; secrecy 
arc delicacy should be strictly observed, 
and the familiar and confidential intercourse 
to which optists are admitted in their pro- 
fessional interviews should be used with dis- 
cretion and with the most scrupulous re- 
gaid to fidelity and honor. The obligation 
of secrecy extends beyond the period of 
prefessional services; none of the privacies 
of personal life, no infirmity of disposition 
or flaw of character observed during pto- 
fessional attendance should ever be divulged 
by the optist except when he is imperatively 
required to do so. The force and neces- 
sity of this obligation is so great that pro- 
fessional men in other spheres as well as in 
the optical profession will be protected in 
their observance of secrecy by courts of 
justice. 

Sec. 3.—An optist should not make 
gloomy statements as to the eyes, because 
they savor of empiricism by magnifying 
the importance of his services in prescrib- 
ing for defects of vision. But he should not 
fail, on proper occasions, to give to the 
friends timely notice of danger when it 
really occurs, and even to the patient him- 
self, if absolutely necessary. This office, 
however, is so peculiarly alarming when 
executed by him, that it ought to be de- 
clined whenever it can be assigned to any 
other person of sufficient judgment and 
delicacy. For an optist should be an en- 
courager of hope and comfort, that “words 
fitly chosen are like apples of gold in pitch- 
ers of silver,” and counteract depressing 
influences which often disturb the tran- 
quility of the most trustful. It is, there- 
fore, a solemn duty to guard himself care- 
fully in this respect and to avoid all things 








which have a tendency to discourage the 
patient and to depress his spirits. 

Sec. 4.—The opportunity which an optist 
frequently [f promoting and 
strengthening the good resolutions of his 
patients who suffer under the consequences 
of vicious conduct should never be ne- 
glected. His counsel, or even remon- 
strances, will give satisfaction not offense, 
if they be proffered with politeness and if 
they evince a genuine love of virtue, ac- 
companied by a sincere interest in the wel- 
fare of the person to whom the counsel is 
addressed, 

Art. II.—Obligations of Patients to their 
Optist. 

Sec. 1.—The members of the optical pro- 
fession, upon whom is enjoined tie per- 
formance of many important duties toward 
the community, have a right to expect and 
require that their patients shouid entertain 
a just sense of the duties which they owe 
to their optical attendants. 

Sec. 2—The first duty of a patient is to 
select as his optical adviser one who has 
received a regular professional educaticen 
in optometry. In no trade or occupation 
dees mankind rely on the skill of an un- 
taught artist, and in optometry, confessed- 
ly one of the most difficult and intricate of 
the sciences, the people ought not to sup- 
pose that knowledge is intuitive. 

Sec. 3.—Patients should select an oprist 
whose habits of life are regular and who is 
net devoted to company, pleasure, or to any 
pursuit incompatible with his professional 
obligations. A patient should al-o confde 
the care of himself and family as much as 
possible to one optist, for an optical man 
who becomes acquainted with the peculiar- 
ities of constitution, habits and predisposi- 
tions of those who seek his advice, is more 
lixely to be successful in every way than 
one who does not possess that knowledge. 
A pgtient who has thus selected his optist 
should always apply for advice in what ina) 
appear to him to be trivial cases. It is of 
still more importance that he should apply 
for assistance in advanced states or condi- 
tions of the eyes. It is to a neglect of this 
precept that optometry owes much of 
the uncertainty and imperfection with 
which it has been reproached. 

Sec. 4.—The obedience of a patient to 
the prescriptions of his optist should be 
prompt and implicit. He should never per- 
mit his own crude opinions as to their fit- 
ness to influence his attention to them. 
Patients should never allow themselves to 
be persuaded to do anything recommended 
to them by the self-constituted advisers 
wl:o are so frequently met with. However 
simple some of their suggestions may ap- 
pear to be, it often happens that they are 
productive of much mischief and in all 
cases are injurious by contravening the 
plan adopted by the optist. 

Sec. §5.—Patients should, when practic- 
able, call upon their optist during his ear- 
lier office hours, so that he may be enabled 
to apportion his time with greater conveni- 
ence and prevent interference with his later 
engagements. Patients should also avoid 
calling on their optical adviser during the 
hours of refreshment and sleep |

Sec. 6.—As eyesight is priceless, and, 
next to death, the loss of vision is the most 
to be deplored, a patient should en- 
tertain a just and enduring sense of the 
value of the services rendered him by his 
optist, for these are of such a character 
that no mere pecuniary acknowledgment 
can repay or cancel them.

At present he is examining the 
motormen, of whom there are about 225, 
at the rate of from 10 to 20 per day. This 
test of eyesight is very thorough, and no 
man whose eyesight is not normal can hold 
the position of either motorman or con- 
ductor.

The title to goods sold for cash to be 
paid for on delivery does not pass to the 
purchaser upon his obtaining possession 
thereof without paying for same. 

The surety on a note given for the price 
of goods sold to the principal may, when 
sued on the note, set off damages arising 
from a breach of warranty to the principal. 

Where the promoters of a corporation 
which they intend to organize, contract in 
the name of the company, they are per- 
sonally bound, unless there is a negative 
agreement. 

A seller suing to recover his goods for 
fraud must offer to return the freight 
charges paid by the buyer, which were, un- 
der the contract of sale, to be credited on 
the price. ; 

Where the promoter of a corporation 
which they intend to organize, contracts in 
the name of the company, they are per- 
sonally bound, unless there is a negative 
agreement. 

A demand note, whether with or without 
interest, only matures as to an indorser 
thereof when payment is demanded; but 
in the absence of acts excusing same, de- 
mand must be of the maker within a rea- 
sonable time in order to hold the indorser.
